WISDOM DICTATES 
CURE OF ILLS. 

The attempt to make a distinction 
between recovery and reform is a 
narrowly conceived effort to sub- 
stitute the appearance of reality for 
reality itself. When a man is con- 
valescing from illness wisdom dic- 
tates not only cure of the symptoms 
but also removal of their cause. 

It is important to recognize that 
while we seek to outlaw specific 
abuses, the American objective of 
today has an infinitely deeper, finer 
and more lasting purpose than mere 
repression. Thinking people in al- 
most every country of the world 
have come to realize certain funda- 
mental difficulties with which civili- 
gation must reckon. Rapid changes 
the machine age, the advent of uni- 
versal and rapid communication and 
many other new factors have brought 
new problems. Succeeding genera- 
tions have attempted to keep pace 
by reforming in piecemeal fashion 
this or that attendant abuse, As a 
result, evils: overlap and reform be- 
comes confused and frustrated. We 
lose sight, from time to time, of 
our ultimate human objectives.

Wonk 
ORK CONDITIONS 
HELPED BY NRA. 


The first objectives of emergency 
legislation of 1933 were, to relieve 
destitution, to make it possible for 
industry to operate in a more ra- 
tional and orderly fashion, and to 
put behind industrial recovery the 
impulse of large expenditures in gov- 
ernment undertakings. The purpose 
of the national industrial recovery 
act to provide work for more people 
succeeded in a substantial manner 
within the first few months of its 
life, and the act has continued to 
maintain employment gains and 
greatly improved working conditions 
in industry. 

The program of publie works pro- 
vided for in the recovery act launch- 
ed the federal government into a 
task for which there was little time 
to make preparation and little Amer- 
ican experience to follow. Great em- 
ployment has been given and is be- 
ing given by these works. 

More than two billions of dollars 
have also been expended in direct 
relief to ‘the destitute. Local agen- 
cies of necessity determined the re- 
cipients of this form of relief. With 
inevitable éxceptions the funds were 
spent by them with reasonable effi- 
ciency and as a result actual want 
of food and clothing in the great ma- 
jority of cases has been overcome. 


GREAT NUMBERS 
STILL, UNEMPLOYED. 


But the stark fact before us is that 
great numbers still remain unem- 
ployed. 

large proportion of these un- 
employed and their dependents have 
been foréed on the relief rolls. The 
burden on the federal government 
has grown with grat rapidity. We 
have here a human as well as an 
economic problem. When humane 
considerations are concerned, Amer- 
jeans give them precedence. The 
lessons of history, confirmed by the 
evidence immediately before me, show 
conclusively that continued depend- 
ence upon relief induces a. spiritual 
and moral disintegration fundamen- 
tally destructive to the national 
fibre. To dole out relief in this way 
is to administer a narcotic, a subtle 
destroyer of the human spirit. It is 
inimical to the dictates of sound 
policy. It is in violation of the 
traditions of America. .Work must 
be found for able-bodied but desti- 
tute workers. 


(4) Preference should be given to 
those projects which will be self- 
liquidating in the sense that there 
is a reasonable expectation that the 
government will get its money back 
at some future time. 

(5) The projects undertaken should 


be selected and planned so as to com- 


pete as little as possible with private 
enterprises. This suggests that if it 
were not for the necessity of giving 
useful work to the unemployed now 
on relief, these projects in most in- 
stances would not now be under- 
taken. 

(6) The planning of projects would 
seek to assure work during the com- 
ing fiscal year to the individuals 
now on relief, or until such time as 
private employment is available. In 
order to make adjustment to increas- 
ing private employment, work should 
be planned with a view to tapering 
it off in proportion to the speed with 
which the emergency workers are of- 
fered positions with private employ- 


ers. 

(7) Effort should be made to lo- 
cate projects where they will serve 
the greatest unemployment needs as 
shown by present relief rolls, and 
the broad program of the national 
resources board should be freely used 
for guidance in selection, Our ulti- 
mate objective being the enrichment 
of human lives, the government has 
the primary duty to use its emer- 
gency expenditures as much as pos- 
sible to serve those who cannot se- 
cure the advantages of private cap- 


ital. 
NEW EMPLOYMENT 
FORMS STUDIED. 


Ever since the adjousnment of the 
seventy-third congress, the adminis- 
tration has been studying from every 
angle the possibility and the practi- 
cability of new forms of employment 
As a result of these studies I have 
arrived at certain very definite con- 
victions as to the amount of money 
that will be necessary for the sort 
of public projects that I have de- 
scribed. I shall submit these figures 
in my budget message. I assure you 
now they will be within the sound 
credit of the government. 

This work will cover a wide field 
including clearance of slums, which 
for adequate reasons cap not be un 
dertaken by private capital; in rural 
housing of several kinds, where. 
again, private capital is unable to 
function; in rural eleetrific tion; in 
the reforestation of the great water- 
sheds of the nation; in an intensi- 
fied program to prevent soil erosion 
and to reclaim blighted areas; in im- 

roving existing road systems and 
in constructing national highways 
designed to handle modern traffic: 
in the elimination of grade cross- 
ings; in the extension and enlarge- 
ment of the successful work of the 
civilian conservation corps; in non- 
federal work, mostly elf-liquidating 
and highly useful to local divisions 
of government; and on many others 
which the nation needs and can not 
afford to neglect. 

This is the method which I pro- 
pose to you in order that we may 
better meet this present-day prob- 
lem of unemployment. It’s greatest ad- 
vantage is that it fits logically and 
usefully into the long-range perma 
nent policy of providing the three 
types of security which constitute as 
a whole an American plan for the

I believe, however, that our own 
peaceful and neighborly attitude 
towards other nations is coming to 
be understood and appreciated.

The November-December grand jury 
of this court respectfully submits its

It has in its 
investigations found many matters de- 
serving of both criticism and commen- 


dation, 
CRIME. 

There have come before this grand 
jury during its deliberations condi- 
tions, some of which were the public 
generally cognizant of their influence 
and potentialties upon the safety and 
moral influence of their homes and 
their children, we feel there would 
be a reaction that would bring about 
greater interest on the part of the 
ublic in the suppression of crime and 
ts subsidiary influences. 

It is very apparent from the num- 
ber of cases brought before this grand 
jury that there is a steady increase 
n the crime wave in this county, and 
especially so within the city limits of 
Atlanta. There are entirely too many 
murder cases, particularly among the 
colored population. 

At present the percentage of crimes 
in this section may not be above the 
national average of other sections of 
the same population, but we are sure 
the people of Fulton county would 
like to see this kept well below the 
average. Some drastic action should 
be taken now before this crime wave 
gets beyond control.“ 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. . 


We realize the police department is 
a part of the city government, never- 
theless a great part of the criminal 
offenses in Fulton county are com- 
mitted within the city limits of At- 
lanta. This grand jury feels sure the 
police are well paid and that there 
are a sufficient number of men al- 
lotted to the force to cope with the 
situation provided every one of these 
men are fully qualified and capable 
of performing their duty. This is 
not a criticism of the entire depart- 
ment. From observation of some of 
the cases coming before this grand 
jury it is evident that most of the 
officers are very diligent in appre- 
hending criminals. 


In order to improve conditions this 
grand jury believes that legislation 
should be enacted by the general as- 
8 of the state of Georgia to es- 
tablish a system of police within the 
city of Atlanta based upon the sys- 
tem now being used by the city of 
Detroit, Mich. The principal points of 
this system are as follows: 

1. The head of the police depart- 
ment is to be one commissioner who 
is responsible for everything connected 
with the department. He is to be 
responsible only to the mayor of the 
city, who appoints him and who, of 
course, can remove him at will. 

This will take the place of the 
ent police committee selected 
members of council. 


In selecting a commissioner the may- 
or should consider only such men who 
are experienced in police work and 
who have high executive ability. This 
appointment should by all means be 
free of politics. 

2. All promotions and retirements 
are to be made by the commissioner. 
He is also to appoint the chief of 
detectives, chief of traffic, and heads 
and chiefs of all bureaus cennected 
with the department, 


. Patrolmen are to be carefully se- 
lected from applicanta, Who must stand 
most rigid physical examination. 
They will work six months on proba- 
tion and if found worthy and com- 
petent are then confirmed. It is also 
Fecommended that following this six 
months’ probation period they should 
attend a training school, when and 
as directed by the commissioner, This 
training school should by all means 
be under the authority and direction 
of the most competent officers of the

is grand jury gave considerable 
time to the investigation of the so- 
called “number racket or bug game.“ 
We wish to follow the recommenda- 
tion made by former grand juries and 
stress the point of bringing an end to 
this underworld activity which is fleec- 
ing the public of Fulton county out 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually.. The point of this recommenda- 
tion is not so much the effect of the 
number racket itself in its fundamen- 
tals as it is the fact that these tre- 
mendous sums of money are going into 
the coffers of the underworld and 
enabling it to promote its schemes 
of undermining the law enforcement 
of the state as well as inveigling 
itself into actual politics. 

We heartily approve the policy of 
the criminal court of Atlanta in im- 
posing chain gang sentences instead 
of fines on those convicted in the num- 
ber racket. 

We urge that this policy be con- 
tinued as it is the only policy, in our 
opinion, that will put an end to this 
racket. The wisdom and necessity of 
such a course has been demonstrated 
by the observation that there has 
been a noticeable diminution in the 
activities of these lottery gangs since 
the adoption of the policy imposing 
straight chain gang sentences on those 
convicted. 

The number of men working in the 
apprehension and suppression of lot- 
teries and similar schemes require ad- 
ditional facilities for transportation. 
If an additional automobile were as- 
signed for use in this work, we are 
satisfied that the results would be 
greatly increased. We, therefore, rec- 
ommend that these men working un- 
der the direction ef the solicitor-gen- 
eral be supplied with one additional 
automobile to be used in this work. 

Another phase of Fulton county 
crime activity is the “dope racket.” 
This grand jury finds that while cur- 
tailment of dope peddling has to some 
extent been curbed, there is still much 
need of active and intelligent handling 
of this terrible menace to the public 
welfare, 

Considerable assistance is being ren- 
dered local law enforcement officers 
by the federal authorities who are 
carrying on an intelligent campaign 
towards reducing its sale. The prin- 
cipal need in this direction is a uni- 
form narcotic drug act which, if en- 
acted in our state, it is thought con- 
ditions pertaining to narcotics, as 
defined in the federal statute, would 
be sufficiently legislated. There are, 
however, other substances that cause 
some of the ills of the defined nar- 
cot ies. which would not be sufficiently 
legislated and the legislative commit- 
tee of the Georgia Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation was instructed, at a recent 
convention of that body, to write a 
bill and have it submitted at the next 
session of the legislature to amend 
the present state law to make it unlaw. 
ful to sell barbaturie acid prepara- 
tions, except on prescriptions issued by 
physicians, 

It is the urgent recommendation of 
this grand jury that these laws 
given the whole-hearted support of all 
representatives of Fulton county and 
that every effort be made to obtain 
enactment of this most necessary and 
highly important legislation. 

TRAFFIC FATALITIES. 


The most important recommendation 
to be made is the strict and impar- 
tial enforcement of laws regulating 
traffic. This will accomplish more 
than anything else. Of course it will 
not entirely eliminate all accidents 
but it will do considerable toward re- 
ducing their number. The public will 
be more careful and cautious if it 
knows certain laws are being strictly 
enforced. 

The reckless violation of our caution 
and red signal lights and of our stop 
signs by motorists is something that 
should be given immediate asention as 
this is a most dangerous practice and

This grand jury is thoroughly con- 
vinced that there can dnd should be 
a decrease in the number of deaths 
and fatalities due to careless and ir- 
irresponsible automobile drivers. When 
35,000 human beings can be killed in 
oné year, which was the case during 
the year just closed, due to accidents 
caused through the use of automotive 
equipment, there are certainly some 
steps that can be taken either through 
public effort or law enactments that 
will save some homes from suffering 
from this public menace. 

CHANGE IN LAWS. 
It was the privilege of this grand 
jury to draft resolutions for distribu- 
tion among members of the forth- 
coming state legislature recommending 
a change in criminal law and proced- 
ure as set forth in bill proposed by 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley and his com- 
mittee. We approved this bill and be- 
lieve its enactment would materially 
speed the trial of cases, insure con- 
victions of the guilty, do no injustice 
to the innocent and would materially 
cut down the amount of crime, also 
the operating expenses of the court 
would be tremendously reduced. This 
bill has been approved by the Georgia 
Bar Association and by those con- 
versant with its import. It is the 
opinion of this grand jury that in the 
conducting of court trials too much 
opportunity is given for delay of trial 
and eventually absolute freedom to 
criminals. By the enactment of the 
revised laws above referred to speedier 
justice can be had, less expense in- 
curred and crime and ‘its consequences 
decreased. The enactment of this law 
would also tend to make punishment 
more certain, reduce the probability of 
delay and speed up the operation of 


the courts. 
PARDONS. 

It is with regret that this grand 
jury has found itself called upon to 
reindict criminals for current offenses 
whose previous records have been such 
as to convince it that these criminals 
are not only present but future men- 
aces. This situation, it was found 
in a number of instances, is due to 
the leniency and authority of those 
in a position to grant pardons, paroles 
and suspend sentences. In its inves- 
tigations the fact was developed. that 
the power of pardon is vested in one 
man, whereas it has required the time 
and conscientious belief of a grand 
jury and in some instances several 
court trials and the discretion of one 
or more judges to convict. It is there- 
fore the recommendation of this grand 
jury that proper legislation be passed 
limiting the power of pardons only 
upon the recommendation of the pris- 
on commission. 

It is with satisfaction that this 
grand jury notes the attention being 
paid to law enforcement by the public 
as recently announced in the press. 
It feels that this situation is being 
brought about by a more comprehen- 
sive understanding of the actual con- 
ditions now facing Atlanta, Fulton 
county and the state of Georgia by 
the ingress of gangsters and demons of 
the underworld into this section. 

BETTER GOVERNMENT 
COMMISSION. 

This grand jury wishes to take this 
occasion to indorse the activities of 
the Better Government Commission. It 
feels that the co-operation of that 
body materially strengthens the work 
of grand jury investigations and also 
— ay the welfare of the public in 

ringing about better understanding 
and actual accomplishment in commu- 
nity progress. 

Resolved, That Mr. W. Eugene Har- 
rington is.appointed by this grand 
jury a member of the Better Govern- 
ment Commission to serve without pay 
and in accordance with the plans out- 
lined for assisting in the carrying out 
of the recommendations of this and 
succeeding grand juries. 

SOLICITOR’S OFFICE. 

It is the wish of this grand jury 
to state, on behalf of Solicitor-General 
Boykin, and his corps assistants, 
that in the conduct of prosecuting of- 
fices of Fulton county he is conscien- 
tiously endeavoring to bring about the 
lessening of crime as well as the pro- 
motion of safety and uplifting of pub- 
lic morals among its citizens. 

It has most carefully checked the 
equipment and personnel of the staff 
of the solicitor-general, with a view 
of determining if it is adequate to the 
demands of a rapidly and ever-increas- 
ing volume of major crime in this 
county. 

The solictor-general and his asso- 
ciates are working diligently and in- 
telligently in the discharge of the 
duties of the office, without regard to 
hours or personal convenience. 

We find. however, that they are 
handicapped for lack of certain equip- 
ment and assistance which the Septem- 
ber-October grand jury recommended 
be supplied.

CONGRESSIONAL BIL 
MOUNT TO NEW HG 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4-—(/)— 
Twin streams from senate and house 
today sent the flood of congressional 
bills up to a new high—a deluge in- 
cluding such items as the bonus, in- 
flation, and the 30-hour week. 

The first day of senate introduction 
of bills brought a mass—uncounted 
when the day ended—to be added to 
the swelling bundle in the house. In 


the latter chamber, the all-time rec- 
ord was topped on the first day, an 
official count today showing 2, bills 
and resolutions introduced shortly 
1 the opening gavel gave the sig- 
nal. : 

Many of the senate bills today par- 
alleled the purposes of measures al- 
ready offered in the house. Among 
them was the bill of Senator Thom- 
as, democrat, Oklahoma, for full pay- 
ment of the bonus. 

The forerunners of two other sources 
of probable controversy came with the 
formal senate introduction today of the 
16-to-1 silver coinage bill of Sena- 
tor Wheeler, democrat, Montana, and 
the 30-hour work week bill of Senator 
Black, democrat, Alabama. 

A bill described by its introducer 
as intended to empower congress to 
regulate hours and conditions of labor 
and to establish minimum wages in 
any employment, to regulate produc- 
tion, industry, business, trade and 
commerce to prevent unfair methods 
and practices“ was offered by Senator 
Costigan, democrat, Colorado.

The president in his address be- 
fore congress makes the emphatic 
statement that the federal govern- 
ment must and shall quit this busi- 
ness of relief,” and calls for a pro- 
gram of public construction to fur- 
nish jobs for 3,500,000 of those 
now unemployed, He would remove 
1,500,000 unemployables from the 
FERA rolls by returning their care 
to local communities. 

He expresses the belief that un- 
der the new plan “we can super- 
sede the federal emergency relief 
administration with a co-ordinated 
authority which will be charged 
with the orderly liquidation of our 
present relief activities and the sub- 
stitution of a national chart for the 
giving of work.” 

The address reviews the prog- 
ress of the recovery campaign, 
among the chief accomplishments 
of which is listed the saving of mil- 
lions from utter destitution, the 
outlawing of child labor, the saving 
of thousands of homes to their 
owners, and “most important of 
all,“ the restoration of the morale 
of the nation. . 

As in his previous messages at 
the opening of congressional ses- 
sions, the president deals with con- 
ditions and policies only in general 
terms, but gives the assurance that 
he will soon submit suggestions for 
legislation covering the topics dis- 
cussed, 

The president warns against 
“predatory wealth,” but reiterates 
his belief in the “profit motive” in 
plain and direct words. In empha- 
sizing this position, he says:

The Atlanta Freight Bureau has 
called attention time and again to 
the threat to southern industry 
from the freight rate differentials 
that permit manufacturers in New 
England to ship their goods to the 
great middle west and western mar- 
kets at a lower cost than southern 
mills must pay, despite the fact that 
the eastern-made goods must travel 
the longest distance. 

The resolutions introduced by 
Senator George and Representative 
Vinson seek investigations by the 
interstate commerce commission, 
the federal trade commission and 
a special congressional committee. 

Repeated efforts in the past to 
secure the elimination of the unfair 
differentials by the interstate com- 
merce commission have beén un- 
availing. Not only is this section 
without direct representation on 
the commission, but there has been 
clear evidence that, under repub- 
lican regimes, the members of the 
rate-controlling body were deter- 
mined to maintain a freight rate 
structure giving New England mills 
an advantage over southern indus- 
tries. 


There is no justificatiou in rates 
that permit eastern goods to be 
Shipped further distances at a 
lower cost than must be paid to 
send southern-made goods a shorter 
distance to the same markets. 

It is a condition that, if con- 
tinued, will inevitably put an end 
to the rapid industrial development 
that has been under way for the 
past quarter of a century, and bring 
disaster to the industries already 
established in this section. 


The abolition of the unfair and 
unjust differentials is of the ‘utmost 
importance to southern industry, 
agriculture and trade. Senator

Weight and Measures. 


Except for 
the eunuchs, I have never seen a fat 
Arab yet here, whereas the few west- 
erners I encountered all had red faces 
and voluminous paunches and gener- 
ally looked as if they suffered from 
high. blood pressure. It is true they 
drink an awful lot of muck here.

When we thought 
nobody was looking we crawled in, 
Eskimo style. I saw no spirits, neith- 
er evil nor good. It is true, of course, 
that spirits are invisible.

In Djema, too, we went to see & 
gent who was reputed to be a master 
magician.

MALNUTRITION AMONG THE 
WELL TO DO. 

What physicians call dystrophy is 
more familiar to the laity as mal- 
nutrition.” Perverted nutrition is the 
concept the doctor intends to convey 
when he observes or notes that a pa- 
tient’s limb or organ or skin or mus- 
cle is “poorly nourished.” This does 
not imply that the patient has not had 
sufficient food. On the other hand 
it often does mean that the food has 
not been adequate for the essential 
requirements of the body, and the 
food of the wealthy is quite as likely 
to be inadequate as is the food of the 
poor, : 

Here is a reason why good doctors 
do not concern themselves much about 
the noble efforts of various benevolent 
organizations, clubs or associations to 
provide free meals for school children 
in the poorer districts, and all that 
Lady Bountiful business. 

Only within the past year or two 
we have learned to fecognize deterio- 
rations or nutritional deficiencies in 
the early stages when there is merely 
“functional” weakness; and by the 
therapeutic test we can prove that 
these partial, masked, vague deficiency 
disorders or health impairments are 
quite common in all classes of the 
population. By therapeutic test I mean 
the administration of an optima] ra- 
tion of the vitamin or vitamins in 
which the patient is deficient, or the 
mineral elements, or the vitamins and 
minerals combined. 

Now I have no intention of describ- 
ing symptoms for readers to try on. 
We'll leave the symptoms or com- 
plaints for patients to recite to their 
own doctor. But for example suppose 
a patient complains of, oh, say, an- 
hedonia—TI reckon that will have most 
of you out on a limb—and the exami- 
nation reveals no evident cause for ft, 
save a curious dietary obsession or 
habit which might deprive the patient 
of one or more vitamins in the 
amounts necessary for eutrophy—hab, 
I've already defined that in an earlier 
piece, but once more it means no 
or perfect nutrition. Well and good, 
the doctor has only o prescribe the 
necessary vitamins and instruct the 
patient to call again in a week. When 
the patient calls again, if the diag- 
nosis was correct, it will be with 


smiles. That’s a therapeutic test, and 
it is the best modern preventive medi- 
cine. If your doctor doesn't practice 


in-| that way, he’s an old fogy, and you 


may tell him I said so. 

Food or nutrition chemists some- 
times get a large head (hypertrophy 
of the coco) and attempt to tell the 
publie just what sort of diet or food 
will prevent or cure this and that 
complaint. That is sheer quackery, no 
matter how eminent the chemist may 
be in his own field.

PURPOSES The chief reason for the increase in snoopers is 

that Uncle Sam is now lending and giving away 
more money than ever before. That process calls for consider- 
able watchfulness. Also, the New Deal exercises more supervision 
over business through the NRA, etc. | 

The chief increases after eliminating the alcohol tax unit (be- 
cause it merely replaced the old prohibition bureau) are in the 
PWA, NRA, FCA and AAA. The PWA staff, though only 300, has 
been active against oil code violators, racketeering contractors, dis- 
honest officials, ete. 

The NRA field staff investigates complaints of code violations, 
but it is not particularly efficient. Many complaints are referred 
to code authorities, made up of the businessmen complained against. 

The farm credit administration investigators look into land 
values on which loans are sought. RFC examiners check standing 
of firms seeking loans. The AAA field men watch to see that 
farmers do not chisel on the crop curtailment program. Many 
farmers are used on a part-time basis for this work and their num- 
ber changés with the seasons. They dre not included in the table. 


SCOTLAND YARD There has been considerable talk about the 


justice department establishing an Amer- 
ican Scotland Yard. The truth is it already has more of a Scotland 
Yard than England has. The staff of J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
bureau of investigation, has been quietly increased by 266 agents 
and clerks in the past year (December to December). It now num- 
bers 745 field men, agents and clerks. It is not yet up to the in- 
creased strength authorized by the last congress, but it soon will be. 


CONFIDENTIAL The New Dealers also obtain copies in one 


way or anotker of certain confidential ma- 
terial which is sent out es news agencies. Recently, 
at a private conference of top-nofth New Dealers, a warm discusston 
arose over a. new confidential letter being sent out by a national 
weekly magazine. The New Dealers decided that the confidential 
letter misrepresented the then current misunderstanding between 
Interior Secretary Ickes and Houser Moffett. They suggested a 
correction should be made, which astonished the editors, who do 
not yet know how the New Dealers happened to get a copy of the 
letter in the first place. 


NOTES All legislative proposals from New Dealers are being 
routed through Co-ordinator Richberg. This saves the 

president from reading a mass of minor legislative proposals. Mr. 

Richberg cannot change the bills, but merély reports conflicts. 


The New Deal publicity men usually make the best possible 
presentation of their figures. For instance, a year-end statement. 
from PWA says the PWA has provided 3,005,964,659 man-hours of 
work, or “gainful employment” to 2,000,000 persons. It sounds 
big, but the labor department furnishes the plainer truth that only 
475,000 persons were employed on PWA projects at the last tabu- 
lation in November.

Foree Thought Large Enough. 

_ “This grand jury feels sure the po- 
lice are well paid and that there are 
a sufficient number of men allotted 
to the force to cope with the situa- 
tion provided every. one of these men 
18 kully qualified and capable of per- 
forming his duty. This is not a 
criticism of the entire department. 
From observation of some of the 
cases coming befofe this grand jury it 
is evident that most of the officers 
are very diligent 
criminals. 

“In order to improve conditions 
this grand jury believes that legisla- 
tion should- be enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia to 
establish a system of police within the 
city of Atlanta based upon the sys- 
tem now being used by the city of 
Detroit, Mich. The principal points 
of this are as follows: 

“The head of the police department 
is to be one commissioner who is to 
be responsible for everything connect- 
ed with the department. He is to be 
responsible only to the mayor of the 
city of Atlanta, who appoints him and 
who, of course, can remove him at 
will. This will take the place of the 
present committee selected from mem- 
bers of council.

“All promotions and retirements 
are to be made by the commissioner.

Patrolmen are to be selected from 
applicants who must stand a most 
rigid physical examination, They will 
work six months on probation and if 
found worthy and competent are then 
confirmed.

Violators, regardless of who 
they are, may be brought before the 
police trial board, composed of the 
commissioner, chief of detectives and 
senior district inspector. The decis- 
ion of the trial board will be final. 

“The department will not operate 
under civil service.”

70 course. 

In making his round, which was 
within one stroke of equalling the 
course record of 66 established by 
Johnny Revolta, of Milwaukee, and 
Charles McAllister, of Forest Hills, 
L. I., in 1932, Armour picked up five 
birdies and was over par on only one 
hole, the eighth, where he was down 
for a bogie four. 

Despite his par-busting card, the 
former United States and British open 
champion would have had an even 
more sensational rauhd had he been 
able to better control his putts. He 
missed several that should have drop-

They knew no word of English. Behind them was 

_their native land, Montenegro. 

Maybe you don’t know much about that country. It has a 
history which rivals that of any nation in the world. There 
are few nations which can match it for its independence of 
thought and action. And its history and its tradition of cour- 
age is greater even than that of Sparta in ancient times or of 
Belgium in more modern days. ‘a 

Not until after the great war, when there was an 
adjustment of small nations, did Montenegro lose her 
independence. And a story that has never been writ- 
ten is the story of the men of Montenegro in this coun- 

try who hailed back to their own country when the 

World War was done, to fight against the Serbs, who, 

backed by a powerful lineup of major nations, were 

creating Yugoslavia. 

The men from America went over and fought and lost. 
Their great mountain country, with its great courage, which 
seems always to be associated with mountain men, lost. But 
there was left a bitterness which rankles to this day, and some 
day little Montenegro will have back her independence. 


There were other nations which fought against that 
new nation. The Slovenes didn’t like it. The Croa- 
tians opposed it. But it is there. That, however, is a 
modern story. It is written here so that it may be known 
there are no sturdier people, no more courageous or 
ambitious people, than the Montenegro people. 

It was from this country and the town of Niksich that the 
young married couple came who stood on the deck of a ship 
and watched the Statue of Liberty loom larger and larger un 
the sea of the harbor of New York.

SANCTION SOUGHT 
FORRELE SET-UP 


City, County Attorneys 
Will Ask Assembly Ap- 
proval of Board. 


Plans for legalizing the Fulton 
County Board of Pabiic Welfare which 
will have charge of relief furnished by 
city, county and federal government 
were begun Friday when the board o 
county commissioners instructed Act- 
ing County Attorney Ralph Pharr to 
confer with City Attorney James May- 
son and make plans to have the body 
established permanently by the legis- 
lature at it scoming session. 

According to plans for the board, 
which were outlined by W. Eugene 
Harrington. the operation of the body 
will revolutionize the administration of 
all forms of relief in the county. Un- 
der a resolution of the commission the 
board will have charge of the distri- 
bution of all charitable appropriations 
by the county with the exception of 
Battle Hill sanitorium and Grady 
hospital, which will not be included 
at the present time. The commission 
advised Harrington that under the law 
it will be impossible to vest the board 
with authority over the almshouse and 
industrial schools, but that the board 
shall act in an advisory capacity and 
pass upon admissions and discharges 
at the almshouse. 

Plans for placing the county on a 
éash basis of operation were discussed 
by the commission with a representa- 
tive of Trust Company of Georgia, 
and it was conceded that the plan 
will be adopted. Under its provisions 
the county will make cash payments 
for all purchases, instead of operat- 
ing with warrants, and it is estimat- 
ed that a saving of approximately 
75.000 a year will be effected by the 


change. 
Salaries Not Fixed, 

The commission did not take any 
action on the fixing of employes’ sal- 
aries for the year, but referred to 
the chairmen of the various commit- 
tees reports on 1934 salaries in their 
several departments, together with 
requests of department heads for in- 
creases among their lists. The salary 
question will be taken up again at 
a special session to be held Wednes- 
dav afternoon. 

Because of illness among clerical 
workers, James L. Respess, county 
auditor, was not able to submit the 
annual financial report, but submit- 
ted figures showing that there will 
be an estimated decrease of $81,000 
in the revenue for 1925. Receipts for 
1934 were 83.887.000 and the esti- 
mated figure for 1935 is $3,806,000. 
Respess said that the expected drop 
is occasioned by the fact that the 
clerk of superior court has done a 
“land-office” business in 1934 with 
the recording of mortgages financed 
by the HOLC. Estimated disburse- 
ments for 1935 are 83.386.438. which 
will keep the budget balanced. The 
proposed budget fur the new year in- 
cludes $300,000 for emergency relief, 
besides appropriations for institutions 
which will not be controlled by the 
welfare board.

Pulaski Turns on TVA Power; 


Farmers Join in Ceremonies 


PULASKI, Tenn., Jan. 4.—(P)— 
Pulaski lighted its lamps tonight with 
Tennessee Valley Authority electricity, 
the first Tennessee town to do 80, 
and envisioned rural electrification 
and industrial growth as a result of 
lower power rates. 

Mayor W. R. Rackley threw the 
switch that turned the current from 
Wilson Dam at Muscle Shoals, Ala., 
into the municipal distribution system 
at 4 p. m. and the town’s old power 
plant hummed to a stop as hundreds 
of townfolk looked on. 


The city owned plant was run by 
Diesel engines with a maximum rate 
to citizens of seven cents per kilowatt 
hour.. The TVA rate maximum will 
be three cents a kilowatt hour. The 
transmission line from Wilson Dam 
carries 44,000 volts into the sub-sta- 
tion here to be stepped down to 2,300 
volts for distribution to 800 local sub- 
seribers. 

Predicting industrial development to 
follow the connection with the TVA 
power system, David Rhea, president 
of the chamber of commerce, declared 
the limited facilities of the Diesel 
powered production would not have 
been able to supply a reasonably large 
plant with electricity. 

Now. however, he declared, “we 
have already received inquiries from 


locating here.” 

“I think,” he added, “TVA power 
means that within 12 months at least, 
the amount of electricity used within 
the town will be doubled. Eventually, 
within, I'll say, two years, at least 
two-thirds of Giles county farm houses 
will have power and our chances to 
get outside manufacturing enterprises 
are enhanced at least one-half.” 

A number of farmers participated in 
the ceremonies today and efforts. were 
under way to interest them in farm 
electrification groups which are be- 
ing formed. City leaders predicted 
wide growth of the use of electrie 
lights, refrigerators and other equip- 
ment both here and in rural Giles 
county as a result of the cheaper 
power rates. . : 

Rhea described the citizens as 
“surprisingly pleased” with the change 
to TVA power and said he believed 
what opposition was encountered 
when the plan first was advanced was 
based on misunderstandings and a 
desire to keep what we gave among 
ourselves.” c 

“As soon as we explained what the 
TVA plan was and what the saving 
would be,” he added, opposition les 
sened until now there is practically 
none at all.”

| Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Bank clear- 


what unfavorably in the comparison 
with a year ago by the variation in 
the dates between the two years. To- 
tal clearings for the five days ended 
January 2, at the 22 leading cities in 
the United States, as reported by Dun 
& Bradstreet, Inc., were 54, 709,221. 
000, against $4,805,470,000 for the 
five days including January 3, in 1954, 
a decrease of 2.0 per cent. This con- 
trasted with q gain of 13.6 per cent 
in the previous week of five days. 
At New York city, clearings were 
$3,006,941,000, a decrease of 8.8 per

For the current week only one day 
was included of the unusually heavy 
settlements through the banks, inci- 
dent to the opening of the new year, 
whereas in the report of last year 
two days in January appeared.

North’s opening bid was pret- 
ty light, East’s overcall was even 
lighter’ in view of the weakness of 
the heart suit itself and South’s de- 
cision to bid two notrump rather than 
double is somewhat open to question, 

At any rate, in response to his part- 
ner’s bid, West opened the heart 4. 
A low card was played from dummy 
and East played the eight, realizing 
that to play the ace would set u 
the entire suit for the declarer. Sout 
immediately proceeded to tackle the 
N suit and led a low one, playing 
the ten from dummy. East won with 
the king and now shifted to a club. 
South of course finessed the club lead 
and when the jack held, he now too 
‘tthe diamond finesse. This unfortu- 
nately lost to East’s queen and East 
continued with still another club, 
South again finessing. South still had 
to remove the ace of spades, so led the 
jack from his hand. West perforce 
won the trick with the ace, as to stay 
off would enable the declarer to set 
up a second trick in the suit instead 
of just one. ; 

West, after winning with the ace 
of spades, probably should have led 
a club. However, he did not know 
that his partner did not desire an- 
other heart lead through dummys 
queen, and he consequently led the 
deuce of hearts. At this point South 
made the star play of the hand. A 
great many players would automati- 
cally duck in dummy and hope that 
the East player would make the de- 
fensive error of going up with the 
ace and thus set up an extra trick 
for South. However, South in this 
instance, saw a legitimate play which 
did not depend on a defensive error. 
He realized that if he could delay 
the play of the hand by an extra trick 
he might get a squeeze on the West 
player who, by this time, was pretty 
definitely marked with four spades 
and four diamonds, or on East with 
his four hearts and -four diamonds. 
South accordingly went up with the 
queen of hearts and East had to top 
the trick to prevent south from thus 
winning an extra heart trick. East's 
return at this point was immaterial.
